Ends Dispute 


Repertory Season Closes 
After Equity Makes 
Ruling 


BOSTON, March 28—wWhile the lights 
outside the Repertory Theater, prem: 
turely closed for the season last Saturday 
because of the stage hands’ walkout, an- 
nounce a reopening in October, no 
further word has come from Equity, ni 
has any agreement been reached wit! 
the stage hands’ union. Pending a set- 
tlement, no definite plans for next sea- 
son can be announced, according to Mr 
and Mrs. Henry Jewett, directors of this 
theater, which claims to be the first civic 
repertory theater in the United States 

The school conducted in connection 
with the theater will continue thru this 
month, when its regular term ends. How- 
ever, Elmer Hall, director of the work- 


i- 


shop, cannot, because he is also an 
Equity actor in the company, continue 
his duties in the schoo:. Hence the 


students will finish their term under the 
personal direction of Henry Jewett. 

The closing of the theater has resulted 
in at least a month's complete losses to 
the theater box office, actors, stage 
hands, ushers and other employees. 

Equity refused to permit the actors to 
perform unless union labor were em- 
Ployed backstage, even when the union 
has refused to function, canceling its 
two years’ contract on two weeks’ notice, 
one of the weeks being a dark week, for 
which notices had already been posted 
by the management 

A resume of the events leading up to 
the closing of the Repertory Theater for 
the season has been prepared especially 
for The Rillboard by Mr. Jewett, himself 
an Equity member, and follows: 

“One month previous to the closing of 
the Repertory Theater of Boston, which 
took place on Saturday evening, March 
23. EF. L. Sturtevant, as representative of 
the board of trustees, gave a two weeks’ 


verbal notice to the two property men 
that their services would no longer be 
required, The notice was given to one 


for drunkenness, and to the other for in- 
competency, and F. J. Dempsey, business 
manager of the local branch of the Stage 
Hands’ Union, was notified of this ‘two 


weeks’ notice’ However, at the end of 
the two weeks, the union notified the 
management that this verbal notice was 


not legal, altho such a notice had always 
been accepted by the union previous to 
this time. 

“These two men were kept on and then 
given a ‘two weeks’’ written notice, and 
Mr. Dempsey was again notified and re- 
quested to send two new men to replace 
the others at the end of that time, March 
18. On the morning of that date, how- 
ever, the two men who had received the 
notice were found at work the thea- 
ter, and when asked for an explanation 
by Mr. Sturtevant, they replied that they 
‘took orders from the union and 
that Mr. Dempsey had ordered them back 
to work. Mr. Dempsey was then called up

by Mr. Sturtevant, who asked him to con- 
fer with the management. Mr. Dempsey 
arrived at 2:30 in the afternoon, but de- 
clined to meet the trustees for a con- 
ference, and, ordering Mr. Sturtevant on 
to the stage with him. assembled the en- 


tire crew, canceled the union two years 
contract with the management of the 
Repertory Theater, and ordered .yut the 
stage crew on a ‘two weck notice’, civ- 
ing as a reason that the theater had been 
employing ‘scenic tudents’, who were 
nonunion. This fact was known to him 
from the beginning of the season, and 
no protest had been made When Mr 
Sturtevant attempted to speak, he was 
ordered by Mr. Dempsey to ‘hold his 
tonrcue’ 

“Previous to this time, in accordance 
with our Equity contract, a notice had 
been posted for closing Holy Week 

“Several telegrar passed between the 


management of the theater and the ac- 
tors employed and Equity, in an attempt 


to secure an arrangement and ruling 
whe I the season could be yntinued 
with the non-union stage smployer It 
seemed for a time that this ruling would 
be favorable and that the play would 
remain, but on March 23 the negotiations 
blew up 

“Notice of close of season was pasted 


when Equity informed the manageinent 
ai a ruling that its members could not

The season was accordingly 
closed the night of March 23, man- 
agement taking advantage of its right 
to close without contractual notice to 
the actors because of inability to con- 
tinue on account of action of the stage 
hards.

For two acts Security, an English 
drama, moves along with more or less 
precision, altho tripped now and then 


by the antiquated writing that hinders 
its progress. Nevertheless, for two acts 
this play gives evidence of having some- 
thing to say, and, what is more, saying 
it moderately well. However, a tragically 
anaemic third act has served to smother 
whatever merits the earlier part of the 
play may have had, and in the end 
Security has no better classification than 
that of a stiff, creaky and _. over- 
serious drama that is distinctly un- 
worthy of the talents of Margaret 
Anglin, who is burdened with the lead- 
ing role 

Despite the moldy writing that per- 
meates the first two acts, the theme 
moves steadily to a climax that is es- 
sentially dramatic. True, there is much 
that is strained and bits here and there 
that are downright implausible. There 
is sufficient that is good theater, how- 
ever, to make Security interesting. It 
would be a far more satisfying play if 
the authoress had stopped after the 
second-act curtain. After that the play 
goes Pollyanna and becomes insipid with 
squeamish sentimentalism 

Mrs. James Mapleson has known of 
her husband's indiscretions for over 25 
years. She has been careful to guard 
her two daughters from any knowledge 
of her unhappy life and so she has pre- 
tended successfully that her married life 
has been supremely happy. Mapleson 
himself is, of course, unaware that she 
even suspects him 


When his secretary commits suicide 
because she is to have a child, of which 
he is the father, Mrs. Mapleson saves 
, altho convinced that he is guilty. 
She lies at the Coroner's inquest and 
she burns the letters that would have 
convicted him. 

Given a clean bill of health, Mapleson 
is conscience stricken and resolves to 
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tell his wife of his guilt. It is like 
touching a match to a keg of gunpow- 
der. It was some satisfaction for her to 
live a lie, but now that he has told her 
the truth from his own lips it is im- 
possible to live with him any longer 
So Mapleson commits suicide 

In the third act, set six months after 
her husband's tragic death, she is happy 
and free She is satisfied to live her 
own life, her two daughters now being 
married. The head of the foreign office 
has asked for her hand, but she has gra- 
clously declined Then learning that 
her daughter's life is about to be ruined, 
she resolves to marry the official, be- 
cause the son-in-law, who is in the 
diplomatic service, will reconsider if he 
sees that his future is jeopardized. 

Certainly the reasoning that has gone 
into this third-act situation is open to 
criticism. On the surface it would ap- 
pear that the son-in-law will stay with 
the daughter only because he puts am- 
bition above everything else. The 
mother would sacrifice her own future 
to assist him. There is room for doubt. 

Nor is there any convincing reason 
why Mrs. Mapleson should have suffered 
her husband's indiscretions for so long. 
It was commendable while the children 
were young and unable to grasp the 
significance of such a condition. But in 
this play they are old enough to be mar- 
ried and have families of their own. 
Phooey! Security attempts to portray 
modern life and standards. Phooey! It 
might better be described as a 19th 
century drama done in modern dress. 


Miss Anglin gives a remarkably deft 
performance as the mother. It is no 


little tragedy that such a fine actress 
must waste her talents on such drivel 
Indeed, her playing is so true, so full 
blown, that she very nearly succeeds in 
bringing conviction to this artificial 
drama. Irene Browne is excellent as the 
flighty, chattering sister, and Marjorie 
Gateson gives a creditable performance 
as the dead girl's sister. Anita Kerry 
and Hope Drown are well cast as the 


two daughters, altho their parts offer 
little opportunity for other than stereo- 
typed playing. Thurston Hal] fills the 
role of the husband in the* best stock 
fashion. Robert Harrigan is weak as the 
son-in-law for whom all the sacrifices 
are made in the end. Certainly he fails 
to make the part convincing. Reginald 
Mason, playing an alleged humorous 
Englishman, is throttled at every turn 
by the weak construction of the part. 
Florence Wessels, Eva Leonard Boyne, 
Howard Benton and Charles Millward 
handle the minor roles. 

Stanley Logan's direction is capable, 
and Rollo Wayne's single setting is well 
suited. WILFRED J. RILEY.

The Scene is Laid in a Dugout in the Brit- 
ish Trench Before St. Quentin, March, 1918 

Here is a play that is a real experience 
in the theater—a deep, stark and mov- 
ing drama of the war. The first play of 
R. C. Sherriff, Journey’s End has been 
imported from London by Gilbert Miller 
with an all-English cast. Suffice to say 
that it is far and away the best of the 
war plays. 

Measyred by the strict laws of 
dramaturgy, this drama is not essen- 
tially a play in that it has no definite 
plot. Rather is it a series of carefully 
etched character drawings reflecting the 
horrors, gallantry, strain and death that 
were the constant companions of those 
in the trenches. There are no women 
in the cast, and, indeed, there is but 
little reference to that sex. This play 
is war without any trappings. This is 
the trenches in all their muck and mire, 
but where, withal, gallantry reigns. 

One of the most amazing tnings about 
Journey’s End is the lack of vulgarities; 
the absolute absence of the strong 
language that marked What Price Glory? 
In comparison it would seem that that 
earlier American success was more con- 
cerned with the superficialities, the 
theatrics of war, while this drama has 
touched the very soul of the conflict 
Neither is Journey’s End steeped in the 
gore and physical horror of war. No, 
here is a subtle and incredibly touching 
drama in which the flesh and blood of 
battle is seen thru the spiritual re- 
actions of this smal] group of British 
officers in a dugout near St. Quentin 


Undoubtedly much of the power of 
this play is due to the utter simplicity 
of the story. Two former schoolmates 
meet in the trenches. One, a former 
football star, is the company commander 
who has been at the front for three 
years. He is one of those types who is 
fearless only because he has had the will 
power, assisted by much whisky, to hide 
the innate horror and fear that are in- 
herently his. 

His classmate has just arrived at the 


The 
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front. Fresh from school, he {s carried 
away by the excitement and glory of 
it all. He worships the former football 
star, and his fearlessness is stimulated 


by his hero-worship for his commander 

A third officer in the dugout is a 
former school-teacher, a fine, honest, in- 
telligent and simple soul. A fourth is a 
happy, phlegmatic, easy-going officer 
who apparently is untouched by the 
horror and pity of it all. A fifth officer 
is a weak and craven coward who is 
kept at the front only by the physical 
force of the commander and who col- 
lapses with hysteria before eagh attack 

Journey's End is concerned with the 
war as it is seen thru the souls of these 
five distinct personalities. In the end 
Osborne, the schoolmaster, and Raleigh, 
the newcomer, are ordered out on a 
scouting party. Osborne is killed and 
Raleigh returns broken by the experi- 
ence. The next morning he, too, is killed 
in the German attack. As the final cur- 
tain drops Stanhope, the commander, 
altho shattered by the loss of his two 
closest companions, dashes out of the 
dugout for the trench as the German 
guns boom louder 

It is impossible to describe the emo- 
tions that these nerve-wracked, but 
gallant, men stimulate in the emotions 
of the audience. To be sure, much of 
the power of Journey’s End rests in the 
imagination of those who see it, for it 
must be remembered that this is a play 
of war, not as it is seen, but rather as 
it is felt. There is little relief to the 
Strained, torn and depressing atmos- 
phere with which the drama abounds. 
Comedy in its undiluted form is spar- 
ingly offered thru the character cf a 
cockney mess private. The other laughs 
have such a pathetic tinge that they 
end in a gulpy throat 

Whatever may be said about this pro- 
duction one thing is certain. --it is the 
most perfectly atted piece that Broad- 
way has witnessed in a long time. Even 
the bits are done with such flawlessness 
that a detailed account of the playing 
is unnecessary In other words, this 
is a superlative production on which one 
may unleash superlatives without re- 
straint. 


Leon Quartermaine contributes an ex- 
ceptionally intelligent performance as 
the schoolmaster; Colin Keith-Johnston 
is forceful as the erratic commander; 
Derek Williams is touching as the newly 
arrived officer; Henry Wenman is fine 
as the phlegmatic Trotter, and Jack 
Hawkins is more than capable as 
the cowardly Hibbert. Evelyn Rob- 
erts is most amusing as Captain 
Hardy, who is relieved shortly after the 
play starts, and S. Victor Stanley is ex- 
cellent as the cockney private. The 
lesser parts are played to perfection by 
Sydney Seaward, Eric Stanley and Cul 
Dowday.

uthorities on all indecent exhibitions. 
Raids and revocation of licenses will re- 
sult 

The chief momentum back of this 
legislation comes from Philadelphia, 
where conditions in the club entertain- 
ment field are described as about the 
most rotten ever encountered, with the 
performers frequently landing in fail 


thru their efforts to earn $7, $10 or $15. 

Philadelphia has about 40 booking 
agents, and many specialize in furnish- 
ing spicy entertainments. There have 
been numerous raids on such parties in 
the last few months, with the stories of 
the arrests being given prominent space 
in the papers. Clean acts contend that 
they can't work the town against the 
competition of the smut performers, who 
are told by the agents just what they 
must do, 

Booking agents in Philadelphia assert 
that in cases where a complaint is made 
against certain agents who are furnish- 
ing these “stag” attractions, they have 
been informed by the State Bureau of- 
ficials that could do nothing under 
the present law, but that the affairs were 
a matter of police concern. 

The status of the artiste or professional 
would be entirely lost under this bill, ac- 
cording to opponents. 

Another step in the fight against the 
measure which is being developed 
prominently is the ruling made on June 
2, 1928, by the U. S. Supremé Court, that 
it is bevond the powers of a State to 
enforce a law which regulates or fixes 
charges, either for professional services 
Or wages for labor 

The fate of the measure at Harrisburg 
is much in doubt, altho local agents be- 
lieve it will not reach the Governor.

producers who have ‘been dabbling in 
picture house presentations. 

Not more than a year ago it was news 
of real interest to the trade that such- 
and-so, a “name” artiste, is having a unit 
built around him. The unit idea has 
grown to such bounds that it is conserva- 
tively estimated that there are more 
units now, either in rehearsal or already 
working, than there are “names” to go 
around. This is explained by the fact 
that the Eastern version of the unit idea 
was launched with the thought of pro- 
viding a “name” draw with each of the 
home-mace vaudeville shows. The scheme 
was good while it lasted, but it didn’t 
last long. There came a time when the 
real “names” refused to wait around or 
play for coffee and cake, while the un- 
wieldy five-and-six-act units were being 
set for steady dates at decent money. 
Consequently, the producers who went 
into the red trying to put out the real 
thing cut down both on the number of 
acts used in their units and also on the 
quality of artistes being cast for the leads 
in them 

General depression in the booking 
mart, the unwieldy character of the units 
and pseudo-uuits, and the difficulty in 
holding good talent down to long waits 
for decent dates should have squashed all 
hopes of keeping the unit idea alive. But 
ancther factor entered the field not long 
ago. This was circuit encouragement 
This alone—as if anything else were 
needed—served to spur producers on tc 
greater efforts in the unit line. 

RKO is not only continuing with its 
policy of self-fostered units thru its re-

Fraser Launches Cut-Salary 
Units—Stimulated by Suc- 
cess in Boston 


NEW YORK, April 1.—The intricate 
layout of one and two-day-stand road 
shows, which has been wholly successful 
in New England, is being extended to 
the local RKO office, at least that part 
of the booking department presided over 
by C. Wesley Fraser. This week the first 


road show of this type will start in 
Bennington, Vt., going over a six-day 
route, including Catskill, Ilion, Newburg 


and Oneida, all in New York. Fraser is 
personally responsible for the success of 
the New England road-show scheme, 
and since he was installed here several 
months ago as head of the pop.-priced 
department he has been planning a net- 
work of road shows booked out of the 
local office. 

Two other road shows will also open 
this week, one of these starting in 
Johnstown, N. Y., and the other cover- 
ing part of the Long Island territory 
and including the towns of Oyster Bay, 
Bellrose, Floral Park, Riverhead and 
Hicksville. 

Harry Carlin, who moves today to the 
RKO office under Fraser’s wing from 
the Jack Linder office, will be in charge 
of the road-show bookings. He will also 
have on his books two houses which 
came over with him from the Linder 
office, the Queen Anne, Bogota, and 
West New York, N. J, 

A significant feature of the locally 
booked road shows is that good acts, 
those of a quality usually bought for the 
major circuit’s big-time houses, will be 
used therein. This has been made pos- 
sible, according to a reliable source, thru 
the institution of a system by Fraser 
whereby standard acts, when other work 
is not immediately forthcoming, may 
play the road-show dates at cut salaries 
without affecting their uniform salary 
standing in the other booking avenues 
of the circuit. 

Local RKO booking executives never 
before sought new business along road- 
show lines, fallaciously concluding that 
the effort is not worth while. Fraser is 
going ahead with his road-show plan- 
ning, confident that the returns to the 
circuit will be proportionately great 
His long experience in the New England 
field and his retention of supervisory 
power in the Hub office of RKO serves 
him as a steady reminder that a string 
of one and two-day stands pays well 
and serves to work up good will and 
prospects for additional business for the 
major circuit. 

It is believed that at least three more 
road shows, extending from the upper 
State to the farther reaches of New 
England, will materialize by the end of 
next month. Fraser has men working 
steadily in the field with an eye open 
for logical links in road-show chains, and 
it will not be long before the Boston 
and New York offices will be supplying 
acts for the same houses, but on dif 
ferent days in the week, one road show 
crossing the other in traveling over 
opposite courses on the same route.

“Undereurrent” Success 
Revives Sketeh Interest 


NEW YORK, April 1—A promise oft 
made in the past and rarely kept—fos- 
tering one-act plays for vaudeville con- 
sumption—again is officially broadcast, 
this time by President Hiram S. Brown, 
of RKO. The peg on which Brown hangs 
his conversion to the cause of the one- 
act play is the phenomenal success en- 
joyed by what is acknowledged as the 
best dramatic sketch ever booked in 
vaudeville, The Undercurrent, written 
and produced by Mrs. Fay Ehlert, wife 
of a Chicago lawyer. 

Seemingly pleased beyond all expecta- 
tions by the newspaper breaks and box- 
office business following in the trail 
of Mrs. Ehlert’s sketch, Brown and his 
booking chief, George A. Godfrey, are 
putting into effect immediately a plan 
whereby RKO house managers and di- 
visional executives thruout the country 
will take it upon themselves to “pros- 
pect” for and develop other worthy 
products of the Little Theater move- 
ment, 

The official announcement of the new 
policy contains the statement: “Radio- 
Keith-Orpheum is hot on the trail of 
more dramatic one-acters of like quality. 
This is the open door which major 
vaudeville is holding open for legitimate 
drama, and it offers a national outlet 
for the best products of the now wide- 
spread wLittle Theater movement.” 

This is really Brown's first official 
statement regarding his attitude on the 
one-act-play proposition. Joseph P. 


Kennedy, before him, was said to be 
intensely interested in making the ma- 
jor circuit a national stamping ground 
for Little Theater products, and a like 
determination—on paper—was manifest- 
ed by the old K-A regime. Nothing of 
appreaiable importance resulted from 
the former attempts to put the sketch 
back on the map. The undeniable suc- 
cess of The Undercurrent, it is believed, 
may turn the scales in favor of un- 
wavering action. 

John Pollock, head of RKO’s Photo- 
graph and Press Bureau, was at one 
time official one-act playreader of the 
circuit. Pollock had many practical 
ideas for the furtherance of the sketch 
movement but, according to authentic 
sources, he was greatly hampered in 
their execution. He proposed the for- 
mation of an experimental school of 
one-act playwrighting, a scheme which 
could have paid for itself with little ef- 
fort, but this meritorious plan was cast 
aside when more immediate problems 
came up to confront K-A-O executives, 
with most of them thrown out or slated 
to go and other others uncertain of their 
status. Should a definite organization 
be formed for the fostering of the 
sketch in vaudeville Pollock, it is gen- 
erally agreed, would be the logical man 
to take over this work, co-operating with 


Rosalie Stewart, who starts with the 
RKO production department today, 
heading “a new special department 


along this same line, to cultivate and 
develop new material of merit.” 


RKO Seeks 
New Blood 


Leo Fitzgerald In—Lyons & 
Lyons, Jerry Cargill and 
Others Approached 


NEW YORK, April 1.—Following the 
catapulting from the RKO _ booking 
floors of a second batch of agents, the 
circuit approached a number of repre- 
sentative theatrical agencies on the out- 
side, offering franchises. This indicates, 
in part, that the new letout was not 
further in a direction of relieving con- 
gestion in the RKO office or to cut 
down the number of agents doing busi- 
ness there. 

Of agents approached, Max Hart and 
Leo Fitzgerald are the only outside 
agents to accept thus far. 

Lyons & Lyons, who get their acts on 
RKO thru their RKO agent (one of the 
biggest), are reported not looking favor- 
ably on the offer because of the restric- 
tions an RKO franchise imposes. This 
office does a good business with Loew, 
Publix and independent agencies. 

Jerry Cargill, who formerly booked 
acts for RKO thru the M. S. Bentham 
office, was also approached, but has 
turned down the offer. He does a good 
business with Publix and other circuits. 

Leo Fitzgerald, who, in association 
with Walter Batchelor, has been doing 
a thriving business in the legit. and 
picture house fields, was formerly an 
agent for the big time. 

He inherited the old H. B. Marinelli 
office, which started on the down grade 
until its final dissolution following the 
death of its founder, a world figure in 
theatricals. 

Fitzgerald, at that time, entered the 
general theatrical field. 

Reports that William Morris might 
accept an RKO franchise are discounted 
due to the known attitude of the office 
that its outside business is too great to 
give up just to be able to book with 
RKO exclusively. 

Most of these outside representatives 
find it possible to shift their attractions 
into RKO houses anyway thru agents 
of that circuit, who represent them on 
material available for big-time vaude- 
ville bookings.

Claiming 


Injury to Professional Rep and Earning Power— 
Trade Regards Case as Test 


NEW YORK, April 1.—The universally condemne d practice of contract flashin 
among independent bool mned by all, but practiced by most of it 
cericers—may come to a showdov rtly in a court of law. An new angk 
on contract flashing, that of the harm done to acts by the practice, makes its 
appearance in the est wrinkle 

From authentic sources it is learned 
that a standard act is laying the ground, ‘a4 99 . 
prepeéring to sue for damages one of the Ken Behr Dinner 
contract-flashing independents. The act 
rightly claims that, by sending to a 


theater for which he was angling a copy 
of a cut-salary contract issued to the act, 
the latter thereby suffered damage to its 
professional reputation and earning 
power. The case is in the hands of at- 
torneys and it is likely that the inde- 
pendent booker will be called to account 
for his action as soon as necessary 
affidavits to the action are procured. 
While the threatened case may be re- 
garded as a strictly personal one, those 
in the independent field who have ad- 
vance information of its character are 
ready to regard it as a test case of the 
legal rights of a contract flasher to pur- 


sue his racket. The act alleged to be 
injured by this instance of contract 
flashing claims that it worked for the 
offending office at cut salary as a per- 
sonal accommodation, that the contract 
was a confidential instrument executed 
by the booker for the mutual con- 
venience of both parties With the 


booker in possession of a signed copy of 


the contract, the act claims it is dif- 
ficult to get work at a standard rate, 
being faced always with the possibility 


that the contract will be flashed on him, 
proving that he worked for far less than 
he is now demanding 

In the se of stories and editorial 
comment published in the vaudeville de- 
partment of The Billboard on this matter 
of contract flashing the practice was ex- 
posed as being detrimental to the trade 
and unethical. No booker has yet come 
out in the open, claiming personal injury 
and threatening to sue the offender in 


ries 


a court of law. This angle of injury be- 
ing suffered by acts thus exposed is 
Welcomed in the independent field as a 
discovery worthy of an Edison. Should 
the case now being prepared reach the 
courts it is likely that the verdict will 
determine the future course of the con- 
tract-flashing racket While offices suf- 
fering from the practice cannot logica!ly 


fight back in law it is seen that acts, 
really the only parties injured accord- 
ing to legal considerations by the prac- 
tice, may put a stop to the practice. 

Last week's vaudeville editorial headed 
A Practical Sermon for Indie Ons rators, 


which sought to explain the racket to 
uninformed house managers, was re- 
ceived with general satisfaction in the 
independent field Several offices are 
having reprints made and intend to send 
these to their houses as one of the means 
at their disposal to fight back at the

With Merger Fever

organized production department, but is 
also lending encouragement to leading 
producers who just as quick as they « 
able to grab comedians who click in thé 
key houses put them thru their paces, 
and the result is at least a next-to-clos- 
ing act and an afterpiece, the running 
time of both approximating 55 minutes 
and making up the bulk of an average 
vaudefilm show. Loew, uncertain as it 
is about the future of its booking office, 
is-also encouraging units and band re- 
vues, and Jack Loeb and his now im- 
portant Fox office has been a good 
Samaritan to units ever since they made 
their first timid appearance here. 

While many producers and agents 
turned producers for special occasions 
have been cheating on the quality and 
running time, qualifications of thei: 
units, the old and staple type—actual 
vaude. shows, differing from others only 
in that they are put together entirely by 
one producing office—are still on the 
market. These are fighting it out for 
none too plentiful dates with the spuri 
ous articles. Frequently the cheap!y 
bought and carelessly fabricated products 
are falling heir to big routes, but among 
the bigger circuits there has been a seri- 
ous attempt to confine date gifts to 
quality productions. But all have erred 
in this respect—and this includes RKO, 
which has booked for local dates in re- 
cent weeks several so-called units that 
are little more than mediocre band acts 
supplied with dishwater quality specialty 
people. 

Units are here to stay, for a season at 
least, because of the chronical uncere- 
tainty of film bookings, even among the 
larger chains. With some sound films 
running well over the usual hour and 10 
minutes, it is frequently necessary to 
book only flexible stage shows appre- 
clably in advance. The units, with their 
running time always put down as be- 
tween a minimum and maximum of 
about 25 minutes, fit in nicely with the 
problem of the house operator who can 
not cut his sound films oecause of the 
mechanical limitations of the develop- 
ment, and must, therefore, run his fea- 
ture films exactly as given him, depend- 
ing for show trimming on his flexible 
stage show. Units are landing solidly, 
quality aside, because there is a greater 
field for them in houses deprived by in- 
creased Overhead of their pit aggrega- 
tions. All units carry their own bands, 
and this means more than merely 
auxiliary flash music to the expense- 
pinched operator. 

They'll keep on putting out units long 
after major circuit bookers Suggest a 
halt, because the type of units now be- 
ing unfolded are as adaptable to de luxe 
picture houses as vaudefilmers. Several 
of the large picture-house chains are 
dropping their production forces, seeing 
into the angle of using vaudeville-in- 
tended units on intermittent dates. This 
saves the expense of a steady stage band 
and elaborate house settings, units carry- 
ing both of them, but in variable quality 
and quantity. 

Certain house executives interpret the 
freely broadcast cry for something new 
as meaning that five or six acts of 
separately routined vaudeville is old- 
fashioned. Units such as they are now

According to Francis E. Ziesse, business 
manager of the local Cameramen’s Union, 
all of the members excepting 21 are em- 
ployed in studios or by newsreel com- 
panies 

The decision to unionize the newsreel 
photographers has borne fruit, except 
with Paramount and Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer, who have resisted efforts to com- 


pel Paramount News and M-G-M News 
men to enter the union. Negotiations, 
however, are on with both companies, 


which are expected to lead to an early 
settlement and the unionization of the 
photographers of bcth. 

Emanuel B. Cohen, head of Paramount 
News, is known to be hostile to unions, 
and it may be necessary for the Camera- 
men’s Union to take its battle over his 
head. This, however, will not be done 
unless absolutely necessary, it is under- 
stood, and it is hoped it will be avoided. 


Some of the big picture interests have 
resented the attitude of the local union 
in prohibiting transfer of cameramen 
East from the West Coast. The rule is 
that when transfer is desired, formal re- 
quest will be made by the producing 
company, and the matter will be optional 
with the local union. It may grant 
the request or refuse it. 


Picture companies kicked principally 
because the books of the local were closed 
here, and it was necessary, if men could 
not be brought from Hollywood, to ac- 
cept the cameramen who were in the 
union at this point, whether able or not. 


U.’s “Shakedown” Gets 
Good Advance Reports 


NEW YORK, April 1.—The Shakedown, 
part-talkie made at the Laemmle studios 
in Universal City, moves into the Colony 
Theater here next week.

France To Increase 
Talkie Production 


PARIS, March 20.—While the installa- 
tion of talking picture equipment—prin- 
cipally of American origin—has made 
fairly rapid advances thruout France the 
production of sound pictures has barely 
gotten under way in this country. 

Leon Gaumont has been the pioneer 
in the French production of sound pic- 
tures and his system known as the 
Filmavox Gaumont, which will soon be 
manufactured on a large scale, has been 
installed in the chain of motion picture 
theaters controlled by Louis Aubert. On 
his recent trip to the United States Au- 
bert concluded an agreement with the 
Western Electric Company for the con- 
struction of a studio in Paris, where talk- 
ing pictures will be produced under the 
Movietone and Vitaphone systems

The purchase was made thru the Lumo- 
phone Company, lessee of the sound 
film patent. 

Altho Livingston and his associates, 
including his attorney, would not state 
whether the plan was to push infringe- 
ment actions against Western Electric, 
RCA Photophone, De Forest and others, 
he indicated that the Nakken Corpora- 
tion might do this and that if the ques- 
tion of interchangeability came up with 


subsequent refusal of product to ex- 
hibitors using the Traveltone, the ex- 
hibitor would be _ protected. The 


$10,000,000 backing, it was inferred, was 
procurable to a certain extent vecause of 
the supposed value of the Nakken 
patents and the possibility of collecting 
damages from users of the sound-on- 
fiim system, which, it is alleged, in- 
fringes these patents. 

The patent in question is No. 16870, 
awarded Theodore Nakken on November 
3, 1920, and reissued on February 7, 
1928. It is claimed that this is the first 
patent covering the conversion of sound 
to film thru a light device, however 
vibrated. 

“I know of no company in the United 
States using the sound-on-film system 
of production and reproduction that is 
not infringing this patent,” Livingston 
asserted. 

The disk system of Vitaphone and 
others is not concerned. 

L. Walter Lissberger, capitalist and 
multimillionaire, in association with 
bankers, is the financial backer and 
chief stockholder of Traveltone. Herman 
Heller, former musical director for Vita- 
phone, is president, and Livingston, who 
is executive vice-president and treasurer, 
was formerly with Warner Bros. and 
lately with Paramount.

NEW YORK, March 30.—Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer officials find themselves in 
something of a dilemma when it comes 
to deciding the future of The Great 
Power, the independently produced all- 
talkie they have on hand. The picture, 
which M-G-M purchased outright from 
its producers and released under their 
trade name, proved such a huge flop at 
the Capitol Theater here—where it lasted 
one day—that it is considered likely that 
the film atrocity will be shelved, with 
the film company entering it in the red 
as a poor business venture.

in 1928, with 205 features distributed in 
1928 as against 192 the year before. At 
the same time the number of German 
films shown declined from 242 to 221, 
or a net loss of 3.8 per cent. The share 
of other countries in the German film 
market showed only slight relative 
changes. 

American features registered both in 
Great Britain and France showed a de- 
cided drop. In the former out of 778 
films shown in the British market in 
1928, 558 were from the United States, as 
against 723 out of 892 exhibited in 1927. 
This represents a drop of from 81 to 
71.7 per cent of the market. This drop 
was in almost the exact proportion in 
which British and German films gained, 
the former occupying a 12 per cent share 
of the market as against about 4'2 per 
cent in 1927, and the latter rising to 11.9 
per cent in 1928 as compared with 7.9 
per cent in 1927. Expressed in terms of 
features shown, England boosted its total 
from 40 in 1927 to 95 in 1928, while 93 
German features were released in 1928, 
as against 71 in 1927 

A somewhat similar situation exists 
in France also. In 1927, 368 American 
feature pictures were shown and only 
313 in 1928, a drop of from 63.3 per cent 
of the market to 53:6 per cent. In 
this same period releases of German 
films rose from 91 to 122, of French 
films from 74 to 94 and of British films 
from 8 to 23. This brings the total of 
Germany's share of the French market 
from 15.4 per cent in 1927 to 20.9 per 
cent in 1928, while the French share 
climbed 3 per cent, reaching a total of 
12.7 per cent. 

In spite of the difficulty of procuring 
accurate moticn picture theater statistics 
covering Europe, a close survey indicates 
that 484 film houses were either con- 
structed, renovated or reconstructed in 
Europe during 1928, as against 733 un- 
dergoing the same process in 1927. How- 
ever, it is interesting to note that 445,250 
seats were added thru such construction 
in 1928, as against 391,605 in 1927. 
(These figures, are, of course, approxi- 
mate.) 

With regard to individual countries. 
Germany and Great Britain dominated 


the situation, with 157 and 70 new thea- 
ters, respectively, with added seating ca- 
pacities of 125,000 and 90,000—or nearly 
47 per cent of the total. This in the case 
of both countries was slightly less than 
last year. Poland, Czechoslovakia, France 
and Italy showed fairly satisfactory 
building programs, but Europe is still 
dotted with small, inadequate houses, and 
@ very considerable advance must be 
made before European exhibition condi- 
tions even remotely approximate those in 
the United States. 


Victory for Sunday 
Show Believed Near 


TEXARKANA, Tex., March 30.— Ob- 
servers at Austin, the capital, are of the 
opinion that the contest to legalize mo- 
tion pictures on Sunday in Texas, and 
which was started in this city last 
September, will soon bear fruit. 

The bill intended to permit cities to 
regulate Sunday closing of picture 
shows, passed in the recent session of 
the legislature, will be signed by Gov- 
ernor Dan Moody, it is reported. 

With the blue law flagrantly disre- 
garded in nearly two-thirds of the larger 
cities, the Saenger Amusement Company 
interests in this city last fall decided 
to lead a fight that would result in 
legalization or consistent closing of 
Sunday shows, contending the method 
in vogue of allowing shows to operate 
unmolested in some cities while those 
in other cities were forced to close was 
unfair and should be remedied.

The Talkies--Product of Evolution 


It is a sad reflection on the limitations 
of intellectuals and artists all over the 
world to see history repeat itself in the 
contemptuous resentment with which 
they are greeting the arrival of the talk- 
ing picture. Just as 20 years ago when 
the silent movies began to stir the world, 
so today the patrons of art and the the- 
ater refuse to see in the talking picture 
anything but another vulgar product of 
our machine civilization. But so, too, 
does history repeat itself in the eagerness 
of the commercially minded not to miss 
their share in the windfall of the talking 
picture, however little they may under- 
stand the problems which arise from the 
use of the new medium, or be able to 
see where to look for their solution. 
Thus between the incompetence of the 
commercial entertainer and the superior 
self-righteousnes&8 of the intellectual, 
the talking picture is apparently doomed 
to grope blindly for several years before 
it reaches anything that may be properly 
described as an original form of drama 
That it will reach this goal eventually 
does not seem to me in the least doubt- 
ful. 


In the meantime let us consider the 
prospects of the talking picture. So far 
its greatest successes have been scored 
in a field which does not quite come 
under the definition of “talking”. Pic- 
tures like The Singing Fool or My Man 
are really “song pictures”. The fact, 
however, that they succeed in conveying 
their appeal to the audience is vastly 
significant. Lacking as they are in color 
and depth, they still capture something 
of the personality of the artist. No 
doubt Al Jolson and Fannie Brice are 
more intimately felt and radiate more 
genuine warmth when one sees them on 
the stage. At the same time even on 
the screen they are unmistakably their 
peculiar and likable selves. The loud- 
speaker, tho still very imperfect, serves 
them much more loyally than it does 


the “talking” actors, since singing repro- 
duces better than speech. 

With the inevitable technical improve- 
ment in the production of human voice 
and in the effects of color and stereo- 
scopic depth, the song picture of today 
will naturally expand into a full-blown 
musical comedy. So long as this genre 
of entertainment rests its appeal on the 
singing of popular stars and the xyra- 
tions of pretty chorus girls, the screen 
musical comedy will be able to depart 
little from the orthodox methods of the 
In this respect it is in the same 
boat as the screen drama which would 
also take the stage for its model. For 
it has been laid down by our aesthe- 
ticians that in copying the stage the 
talking picture would lose all claim to 
be regarded as a medium of art. Tho 
why should it? A perfect copy is ob- 
viously as good as the original. and it is 
absurd to claim that no reproduction 
can be perfect. Besides, in the case of 
the talking picture one does not so much 
copy an original stage production as 
imitate the stage form—which, if a sin, 
is certainly not a cardinal one. 

At present the trouble with the talk- 
ing picture is to be found less in its 
attempts to imitate the stage thanin its 
numerous technical imperfections. It is 
safe to predict that within the next 10 
years these will be removed. And it is 
only then that the real aesthetic prob- 
lem of the talking picture will become 
apparent. The ability to give a perfect 
imitation of the stage or to create a new 
and completely original dramatic form 
means nothing unless it is inspired by 
the genuine spirit of art It is here 
that one becomes seriously alarmed. In 
the coming fight between Hollywood and 
Broadway it is 10 to 1 that the former 
will be victorious. But if the defeat of 
the Broadway jfourneymen can hardly be 
regarded as a great loss to art, the vic- 
tory of the Hollywood robots will un- 
doubtedly endanger the future of drama 


stage. 
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on the stage as well as on the screen. 
The talking picture is merely a mechan- 
ized tool, but the Hollywood manu- 
facturers of films represent mechanized 
brains, and what this means to art we 
have already learned from the experience 
of the silent movies. 

In this rather dismal picture of the 
future there are two important factors 
which have yet to be taken account of, 
and which are likely to counteract if 
not completely overcome the influence 
of Hollywood. The first of these is the 
remarkable growth in volume and 
quality of amateur production together 
with the rapid spread of little cinema 
houses. Before many years are past 
these developments will seize the artistic 
leadership in the movies and will force 
Hollywood to accept their superior stand- 
ards. The second factor is the inevitable 
evolution of the talking picture in ac- 
cordance with the laws of its own na- 
ture. This undoubtedly will exercise a 
far-reaching influence on _ Hollywood 
methods. When the talking picture 
mechanism is made perfect the really 
important development will be along 
lines which are already beginning to 
reveal themselves and which will defi- 
nitely direct the talking picture away 
from the stage and toward a new, au- 
thentic motion picture drama. 

This evolution is inevitable. It is 
dictated by the inner logic of the 
medium. Analogies between the stage 
and the screen assume that they deal 
with the same material. But they 
don’t. The material of the screen is not 
actual objects, but images fixed on the 
film. And the very fact that they have 
their being on the film endows these 
images with properties which are never 
found in actual objects. For instance, 
on the stage the actor moves in real 
space and time. He cannot even cross 
the room without performing a definite 
number of movements. On the screen an 
action may be shown only in its terminal 
points with all its intervening moments 
left out. Similarly in watching a per- 
formance on the stage the spectator is 
governed by the actual conditions of 
space and time. Not so in the case of 
the movie spectator. Thanks to the mov- 
ing camera he is able to view the scene 
from all kinds of angles, leaping from a 
long-distance view to a close-range in- 
spection of every detail. It is obvious 
that with this extraordinary power of 
handling space and time—by elimination 
and emphasis, according to its dramatic 
needs—the motion picture can never be 
content with modeling itself after the 
stage. The fact that it has now ac- 
quired the power of speech will certain- 
ly not make it any more willing to 
sacrifice its freedom and individuality. 
Nor is there any need for such a sacri- 
fice. Dialog can be concentrated—re- 
duced to a number of essential state- 
ments—as effectively as action, just as 
it is done now in the dialog titles of 
silent pictures. Then the talking picture 
will also develop the specifically cine- 
matic method of “close up”. It will be 
able to focus an individual utterance 
and at the same time put out of focus 
all the other voices—a procedure un- 
questionably in advance of the method 
of the “realistic” stage which, in order 
that certain characters may be heard, 
enforces a most unrealistic silence among 
all the other characters. And such being 
ifs technique, the spoken drama of the 
screen will obviously and inevitably de- 
velop into something original and non- 
stagy—something that will be instinct 
with the dynamic spirit of the movies.

Milt Tolbert Show 
Reopens ‘This Week 


H. D. Hale, manager of the Milt Tol- 
bert Show, which was destroyed by the 
flood at Brewton, Ala., recently, is bend- 
ing all efforts to whipping the outfit 
back into shape and expects to be back 
to normalcy within another week. The 
show, which was in its second week of 
the new season when the flood hit, is 
slated to reopen this week in Monroeville, 
Ala. A new tent has been ordered and 
Will Hatch, of the Hatch Show Print 
Company, Nashville, has donated to the 
show two weeks of paper and dates in an 
effort to help it back on its feet. Mem- 
bers of the company, including the or- 
chestra, have been playing schoolhouses 
and dances for the past week to replenish 
their b. r.. which suffered considerably 
when the flood waters carried off much 
of their belongings. 

In describing the suddenness with 
which the flood hit, Manager Hale states: 
“At 6 o'clock Thursday morning (March 
14) the water began rising. A little 
later we waded waste deep and saved 
the trunks. The water continued to 
rise until at 7 o'clock Friday morning 
it was 30 feet deep on the show lot 
and 17 feet around the hotel where we 
were stopping. We were marooned for 
three days, and navy planes from Pensa- 
cola flew over and dropped provisions 
on high ground, which were brought to 
us in boats. Parts of our tent, poles, 
stage and seats were found as far as 20 
miles from Brewton. I have lost an 
outfit by storm, g@ne by fire and now 
one by flood. I don't know of any other 
way of losing one.”

Musical Find, Star Ball Player, 
Prefers Diamond Sport to Stage 


A typical Horatio Alger incident, in 
which the youthful hero steps in at the 
critical moment and saves the day for 
all concerned, was encountered by the 
Paul English Players during their en- 
gagement at Meridian, Miss., recently.

English inquired about the 
boy and soon located him in the big 
tent. He took the boy to his dressing 


room, and after a few questions packed 
the lad in a taxicab and rushed him 
home for his guitar 

Then Manager English told the audi- 


ence of Rodgers’ illness and that a 
Nestern Union boy by the name of 
Frank Brunner was being substituted. 


He explained that young Brunner would 
give an imitation of Jimmie Rodgers, 
that he had learned his stuff from 
Jimmie’s records and that after they saw 
the concert, if they were not perfectly 
Satisfied, he would give them their 
money back. 

Well, Frank Brunner went on, and 
altho it was his first appearance before 
the public he stopped the show and took 


even more encores than Jimmie had ever 
taken. The crowd went wild over the 
boy’s efforts, and his imitation of 
Jimmie was so good that one could shut 
one’s eyes and imagine one of Jimmie’s 
records was being played. The young 
artiste was a huge success, and when he 
returned to the dressing room Manager 
English found him not the least affected 
by his success. Altho he had gone over 
so big he was not the least bit excited 
about it, and as far as we can find it 
was not necessary to refund any money 
at the office. 

English, believing he had a “find”, 
asked the young man if he would like 
to continue in the show business He 
answered that he would, but that he had 
to report for baseball practice in Mobile 
soon. Upon further inquiry Manager 
English found that Frank had signed a 
contract with the Mobile Club, in the 
Southern League, as a pitcher. It de- 
veloped that young Brunner was the 
leading pitcher of the Junior World 
Series last season, his wins including a 
double-header in Atlanta, in which he 
kept the opposing team from scoring in 
either game.

George Godfrey appears to be pretty 
serious about getting the best material 
in the market for the Palace.

The two weeks’ notice was post- 
ed March 23 by William B. McCurdy,

The dispute with the representatives 
of the American Federation of Labor 
began a month ago when the union 
representative asked that an engineer for 
the heating plant be retained at $70 a 
week. Mr Yomi pointed out that heat 
for the buiNling was purchased from the 
Northwestern Electric Company and 
there was no need for the engineer's 
services. The union man contended that 
every theater is required to have an en- 
gineer at $10 a day. 

Gust Anderson, secretary of the Cen- 
tral Labor Council, said the dispute be- 
tween Duffy and the representative of 
the engineers had not been officially 
brought to the attention of the council. 
“It is a matter between the federation 
and Duffy.” he said. More than 50 peo- 
ple will be thrown out of work. The 
payroll of $5,000 a week includes salaries 
for 13 players, 10 stagehands, 10 ushers, 
eight musicians, three box-office assist- 
ants, three janitors, maids and other 
workers.

New York Recitals 


Dorsha and Paul Hayes, originators of 
the Theater of the Dance and pioneers 
in the newer thought movements which 
now govern modern dance recitals, gave 
a highly interesting and aesthetically 
profitable evening of dance at the Booth 
Theater Sunday, March 24. One of the 
outstanding events on the program was 
a play for dancers, Shadowy Bird, which 
was written by Miss Dorsha and acted by 
Mr. Hayes and herself. This is the first 
attempt of a new form ever @! on 
the American stage. Altho William 
Butler Yeats has written a series of 
such plays, none has ever been acted or 
danced here. Miss Dorsha’s number Til 
Eulenspiegel of Richard Strauss was by 
far her best dance, the performance of 
which holds for her a place in the fore- 
front of the best of modern dancers. 
Here she created both mood and move- 
ment calculated to give the real spirit of 
Til, the notorious prankster. 


In the numbers Etude, Obsession and 
Introspection the group of girls trained 
by Miss Dorsha, namely, Alice, Dorothy, 
Esther, Rosanne, Vivien, Molly, Dee and 
Fania, were so far ahead of any other 
group seen in the past season in other 
recitals that they could easily be con- 
sidered “professional”. There was an 
ease and ability in the precision of their 
work that was refreshing. 

Special notice should be given to the 
professional spirit which accompanied 
the entire series of numbers. Instead 
of the usual amateur recital given Sun- 
day evenings Miss Dorsha and Mr. Hayes 
gave an actual, bona fide performance 
which placed you at your ease—some- 
thing sadly needed in these days of 
turbulent dancing. As usual with the 
Theater of the Dance the lighting, de- 
sign and conception were superb. No 
little part of the technical direction was 
due to John Cambridge, whose remark- 
able handling of the entire production 
should be especially applauded. 


Paul Hayes was unusually good in his 
delineation of Obsession and Introspec- 
tion. Like Miss Dorsha, he is an artist 
of extraordinary ability, and as partner 
with her in the founding of the Theater 
of the Dance is justly entitled to the 
credit which actually belongs to their 
joint enterprise The music was in 
charge of Edward Downes and was most 
excellent. The Theater of the Dance 
should be a permanent institution in 
New York. It merits support and en- 
dowment. J. B. 

Belle Didjah, a dancer of considerable 
talent and ability, appeared in recital 
Sunday evening, March 24, at the Martin 
Beck Theater, offering a series of num- 
bers of a pleasing nature in colorful set- 
tings and costumes and assisted by a 
group of artists in the field of music. 
The most interesting presentation was 
New York Impressions, which had a snap 
and go which carried the dancer on to a 
well-merited ovation. Several dances 
done to Hebrew melodies, such as The 
First Quarrel and Bar Mitzvah, were 
surprisingly good, showing a fine emo- 
tional content and conception. Her 
work had personality, humor and feel- 
ing, tho she is not as yet a distinguished 
dancer. Technically, she was highly 
proficient, tho smacking almost entirely 
of the Italian ballet school. In a num- 
ber, Scene of the Ruins, ambitious and 
calculated to be a highlight, Miss Didjah 
failed to give complete authority and 
general confusion reigned, partly due to 
the company of 10 which assisted.

A 
Russian group demonstrated his ability 
in dramatic expression, and encores were 
insisted upon. Mr. Rappaport appeared 
with the Chicago Opera Company during 
its 1926-'27 season. Mme. Rappaport 
gave poor support at the piano. Nevada 
Van der Veer, contralto, was heard with 
great delight by a very large audience 
in Carnegie Hall Tuesday evening, March 
26. Not in a long time has New York 
heard such beautiful singing. Always 
Mme. Van der Veer’'s recitals are sure to 
be well worth hearing, but on this occa- 
sion her singing was noteworthy for ex- 
cellence in technic; richness of tone, as 
well as trueness to key: well-rounded 
notes, smoothness and ease, as well as 
skill in phrasing. An artist in the full- 
est meaning of the word, and she de- 
served fully the warm applause accorded 
her and which was quieted only by nu- 
merous encores.

“I have taken hundreds of complaints 
against fortune telling and I see no dif- 
ference whatever between fortune telling 
done by so-called spiritualists and the 
regular fakers. I have protested against 
this bill at every session of the Legis- 
lature. If it passes every fortune teller 
in Greater New York will become a 
spiritualist.”

Coburn 
says the show suffered on account of the 
floods, and that a series of misfortunes 
came fast and thick in recent weeks, so 
he decided to throw up the sponge tem- 
porarily. He said ne would be out again, 
however, next seascn, and expected to 
have Nick Glenn, Hi-Brown Bobby Burns, 
Johnny Finch, Billy Smith and others of 
this season's roster with the new show.

The plans call for a building 
i60 feet wide and 275 feet long, with 
offices and a hall seating 700 people at 
the front of the edifice. 


ATLANTIC CITY. — The magnificent 
approach to the new Atlantic City Audi- 
torium was 52 per cent completed March 
1 and will be entirely fiinished by May 
1, approximately, according to announce- 
ment made by the contractor in charge. 
The plaza and colonnade construction is 
costing $294,000. It is intended to pre- 
sent an approach to the new $15,000,000 
auditorium commmensurate with the 
beauty and stateliness of the latter 
structure.

At each end of this colonnade 
the pavilions will arise, and beneath 
them will be bathers’ tunnels leading to 
the auditorium basement, where bath- 
houses are contained on either side. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.—Dedication services 
for the $75,000 Auditorium organ are to 
be held April 9 jointly with a recital 
by Charles Courboin, one of the country’s 
leading organists, according to Charles A. 
McElravy, manager. The organ was de- 
signed by Mr. Courboin. He also de- 
signed the organ of John Wanamaker, 
of Philadelphia, said to be the largest 
in the world. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Minn.—A new $80.,- 
000 town hall here, just opened for use 
but not yet formally dedicated, is two sto- 
ries in height, of brick, concrete and steel, 
trimmed in terra cotta. Substantial and 
commodious, it provides for all town 
needs, replacing a barn-like frame build- 
ing that had served since 1894.

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OUR PET MEASURE 


The amendment to the Wales Act (the 
padlock law), proposed by Assemblyman 
Langdon W. Post, Democrat, of Manhat- 
tan, which relieves the actor, musician 
and stagehand from arrest in case of a 
raid, except in certain circumstances 
which will be explained further, has been 
passed by the Assembly, and now goes to 
the Senate, with a good chance of pas- 
sage 

Mr. Post's original proposal was simply 
to delete the word “actor” from the pro- 
visions of the law. Put before it was re- 
ported out of the codes committee, a 
further section was added, which read: 

“The provisions of this section shall 
not apply to any person participating in 
such unlawful performance merely as an 
actor, musician or stage hand, unless or 
until the proper tribunal or court shall 
have passed upon the matter and found 
the actor’s part in the same to have 
violated the foregoing section (that pro- 
hibiting the presentation of ‘any obscene, 
indecent, immoral or impure drama, etc.” 
—Ed.’s note), excepting that where an 
information or indictment has been filed 
or found against the owner, manager, 
producer or director, charging a violation 
of tris section, pending the determina- 
tion thereof, and prior to such finding, 
an actor or actress does or says the par- 
ticular thing or things complained 
against, after service upon such actor, 
actress, musician or stage hand, of an 
order made by a court, judge or magis- 
trate having jurisdiction of the matter, 
forbidding the doing or saying of that 
particular thing in conwection with the 
performance of such drama, play, exhibi- 
tion, show or entertainment until the 
proper tribunal or court shall have passed 
upon the matter.” 

The codes committee at the same time 
rejected another amendment, which would 
have removed theatrical property from 
the jeopardy in which it stands as a re- 
sult of the padlock provisions of the law. 

The passage of the amendment pro- 
posed by Mr. Pcst would go far to re- 
move the disabilities under which the 
actor plies his trade when it collides with 
the police. 

As the law stands now the actor

Giving expres- 
sion to an active state of mind cells, 
among other things, for the functioning 
of certain muscles of the face; smiling 
in the case of happiness, scowling when 
one is angry, wrinkling of the brows 
if worried or thoughtful, and so forth 
The alert, ear-opened, keen-eyed crook 
indulges in physical expressions 
and actions automatically, unconsciously, 
because they are the result of instan- 
taneous signals, orders, alarms, or warn- 
ings sent to certain nerve centers of 
the brain.

Thus it ts that 
certain easily recognized physical char- 
acteristics have come bé known as 
representative of corresponding traits of 
disposition, temperament and thought. 
In this way, then, one can easily un- 
derstand how difficult it is for a play-

he is less liable to induce his reade! 
to believe that his story bears the ver!- 
similitude to real life which is a sine qua 
non to acceptance. Perhaps the loca! 
customs, climatic conditions, phy 
appearance of the surrounding scent 
flora, fauna, etc. would make it an 
probable place for the enactment of t)!' 
eituation described. There should be no 
straining of the sense of credulity of 
audience. As soon as people stop listen- 
ing to the dialog of a play in order 
ask each other whether the characte! 
are drawn in a plausible manner 
whether the incidents enacted could 
possibly have taken place in such &l'- 
roundings—well, the chances are that 
the play will be a failure.

When Actors Are Not Heard 
HE recent letter on this page advocating louder speaking b 
| T actors deserved attention of audiences as well as of players. 
It is indeed irritating to miss hearing the best lines of per- 
| formance. But the fault is not all with the actors. If persons in 
the audiences would stop coughing, humming, whispering, giggling, 
tittering, grumbling, muttering, mumbling; if they would stop drum- 
ming and scraping their feet, if they would go to their seats before 
curtain time. if they would refrain from using intermissions as op- 
portunities to gallop down the aisles like horses after the curtain 
has gone up again, and if they would consent to remain in their 
seats dur ne 't osing moments of the performance, instead of 
making a football rush to tne exits at the first hint of the finish, 
then the patrons would be hearers and not doers only. Of course 
theatergoers can not always avoid coughing. The only solution 
of that problem, it seems, would be to permit all the coughers to 
smoke cigarets during performances. 

Possibly when an actor talks in a tone louder than normal, 
something of realism may be lost. But when the audiences can 
not hear what is being said, they haven't much interest in realism 
or its opposite. 

One advantage of the silent motion pictures is that no straining 
of the ears is required. Part of the audience can snooze or whistle 
or chatter or crunch peanuts without preventing the rest from en- 
joving the show. But, popular as the silent movies have been and

By FRANK FLESHER 


The article in the Spring Special Num- 
ber of The Billboard, under heading. 
“Greet the Circus Veterans”, was of un- 
usual interest to me, as it mentioned the 
name of one who was a member of the 
first show I was ever with. On New 
Year's day, 1889, I joined the John B. 
Negrotto Dramatic Company, under the 
management of Frank E. Piper, at 
Chandlerville, Ill. Burt Imson, the one 
mentioned in article referred to, was a 
member of that company. If not then, 
he later married Miss Coyne Hess, also 
a member of same company. Piper was 
trying to turn his company into a “Tom” 
show and was playing rep. until he could 
get more musicians. I stayed only two 
weeks, as caring for dogs was too much 


for me, and “Frank” and “Nigger” were 
two hard dog citizens to handle. When 
I left home, my mother, very thought 
fully, sewed a $10 bi!l inside the lining 
of my vest, so I pulled the titches” 
and bought a ticket home from Green- 
view, Ill. There are probably only three 
people living who were with the show 
at that time, Myrtle Vinton, Burt Iim 
son and myself By odd coincidence, on 
New Year's day, 12 years later, I met 
the man responsible for my going into 
the business, Frank E. Piper, at Ft.

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Valuable Information Is Gleaned 
Thru Questionnaire on Fair Industry 


NFORMATION which should prove 
[ of great value in the operation 

of fairs thruout the country has 
been gleaned thru a questionnaire gent 
out recently to officials of fair associa- 
tions in New York State. 

Facts and figures shown in the report 
compiled from the questionnaire make an 
interesting document, and Charles W. 
Howard, of Albion, N. Y., who handled 
the details, expresses the belief that fairs 
outside of New York may derive some 
benefit from the work, which required 
about 14 months. He also believes it 
would be a great help to fair managers 
if a standard questionnaire were sent out 
every year. Mr. Howard is secretary 
of the Orleans County Agricultural So- 
ciety. The report in part follows: 


HE county and town fair is an 

old institution in New York. The 

oldest fair is 108 years and the 
youngest seven. The smallest town hav- 
ing a fair has a population of 300 peo- 
ple. 

The fairgrounds all seem to be very 
well located in their respective cities. 
The average size is 35.6 acres, Butavia 
having the largest grounds of 81 acres 
and Brookfield the smallest with 10 


acres. All but eight of the grounds are 
owned by the association operating the 
fair. The average number of buildings 


per fair is 11. All fairs have grand 
stands, some of which are only apologies. 
The most are of wood construction, only 
six fairs having steel or concrete stands. 
The average seating capacity is 2,019, 
the smallest 300 and the largest 5,000. 

All fairgrounds with one exception 
have one-half-mile tracks. One fair has 
a one-third-mile track. Only six fairs 
out of 47 report that they do not allow 
their grounds for other than fair pur- 
poses. Eleven out of 47 find that it is 
destructive to allow the fairgrounds for 
other than fair purposes 


Thirty fairs run nights, 12 keep all 
exhibits and buildings open for the 
night fair. A very few of the fairs run 


a different program at night than they 


do in the afternoon. Some do put on 
pageants community circuses, float 
parades, etc., in connection with the 
regular night program. However, most 
fairs use the same program at night 
that they do in the afternoon with the 
addition of fireworks. The most popu- 
lar length of night programs is from 


one and one-half to two hours. Twenty- 
six of the 30 fairs use fireworks. 


Twenty-nine fairs have children’s day 
and on this day allow all children of 
school age on the grounds free. A spe- 
cial program is worked out for children 
with parades, athletic events, etc. Ar- 
rangements are made so that children 
are given coupons for ice cream, pea- 
nuts, rides and admission to shows if 
they march in the parade or take part 
in events. 


Sixteen fairs sell tradesmen tickets 
varying from $1 to $10. Generally cer- 
tain hours are set for them to enter 
and leave the grounds. Some let them 
in free. Twenty-six fairs have annual 
tickets, these varying from a single ad- 
mission to admission any time thru- 


out the fair and ranging in price 
from $1 to $86. Practically every 
fair has exhibitors’ tickets. In 
some cases the exhibitors’ tickets are 
given free where entry fees total over 
a certain amount. Very few fairs are 
using the family ticket. Only five out 


of the 48 issue such a ticket. Four 
fairs do not use complimentary tickets. 
The average number of complimentary 
tickets issued for fairs is 226, the small- 
est number 25 and the largest 2.000 
Six fairs sell special parking places, 
where the occupants can see attractions 
advantageously. 

All fairs seems to be looking for some 
satisfactory way of handling the tickets 
for concessions, horsemen and geners) 
admission, but no solution was found in 
any of the questionnaires. 


OST of the fairs open their ex- 

hibits to the State; some open 

them in certain departments to 
the State, while still others are open to 
the world. Some fairs limit their ex- 
hibits to a group of counties. Location 
of the fair governs this to a great ex- 
tent. 

All fairs reporting 
Eleven do not book independent shows, 
rides and concessions, while 36 do 
Twenty book carnival companies; some 
booking carnival companies also book 
independent. Dissatisfaction was voiced 
against many of the carnival companies 
and it seemed to be the opinion of all 
playing the organized show that extreme 
care be taken in selecting the very 
cleanest that could be obtained and 
then watch them very carefully to see 
that the organization lived up to its 
agreement in every way. Fairs must 
make more effort to clean up not only

John Heppe, candy concession and high 
striker; M. and L. Joffe, popcorn, pea- 
huts and the Coney racer; Mrs. Itaska, 
fried potato cakes and potato chips; 
Kenshi Tackiguchi, Japanese roll down; 
Housley, sketch artist; Abraham Fox, 
skee-ball alleys and photo gallery;

These usuallv 
include popcorn, ice cream, hot dogs, 
novelties, eating stand, etc. Some go 
exclusive on certain games, five have 
free acts on their midway of a sensa- 
tional nature; 31 fairs make a feature 
of their midway, 17 do not. Only one 
fair reporting stated that it felt the 
fairs have dance halls, 13 of these deem- 
ing them as paying propositions. 
Bands seem to be the only prac- 
tical form of music for fairs. In a very 
few cases orchestras were used, but not 
to good advantage Some fairs have 


a different band each day. Smaller fairs 


use mostly local bands 

From 45 fairs the following reported 
their methods of buving free attraction 
a follows Thirty-four thru booking 


houses, 4 6 use both inde- 
pendent and booking houses, 1 does not 
use free acts. Several of the fairs com- 
plain about the unfairness of booking 
organizations and their not living up 
to the contracts. The small fairs said 
that they do not get the acts contracted 
for and the substitutes were not as 
good; 26 fairs express the opinion that 
they are paying too much for free acts 
and 16 said that they were not. The 
average number of acts bookel is four. 
Animal acts seem to take best, with 
sensational or spectacular acts coming 
second choice and comedy third 

ORTY-TWO fairs reported spending 

$51,037.17 for advertising. an average 

of $1,215.17 per fair, ranging from 
$5,000; 28 hire billposters. Only 
nine pay officers for this type of 
work and most of this only covering e@X- 
penses; 31 have officers assist in putting 
up advertising Newspapers were con- 
sidered best method of advertising, 
billboards coming second. Ten fairs have 
advertising stunts, advertising cars and 
trucks, rubes, clowns, calliopes, etc., be- 
ing used over the territory from which 
the fair draws distributing advertising 
matter, etc. Practically every fair re- 
ceives fine co-operation from the news- 
papers Some have a newspaper re- 
porters’ office on the grounds during the 
fair.
